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Bob Mathias Praises State Of Union 
Address By President Richard Nixon 


WASHINGTON D.C. — 
Congressman Bob Mathias has 
praised President Nixon's State 
of the Union message as an 
“address that touched on both 
the problems and the promises 
of America - the problems of 
today and the promises of the 
future.’’ He said that the 
President has given America “his 
vision, not for the year 1970 
alone, but for the decade of the 
70's.” 

‘*President Nixon gave a 
realistic appraisal of the state of 
the union,” said Mathias. “He 
did not outline a utopia. He just 
presented an honest and sincere 
review of America’s problems 
and outlined the tasks before us 
- peace for this generation and 
the next, an end to inflation, a 
major assault on crime, and an 
end to the polluting of our 
environment. He set forth the 
first steps to ‘a new quality of 
life in America’.” 

Mathias said he was 
particularly impressed by 
President Nixon’s pledge to 
present a balanced budget to the 
Congress for fiscal year 1971 
and to continue to work to 
reduce inflationary pressures. 

“Next to Vietnam, inflation 
is our most serious problem,” 
commented Mathias. “Until we

WHEN VISIBILITY 
BECOMES LIMITED 


PORTERVILLE — Winter 
weather conditions often require 
use of automobile lights in 
daylight hours, Lieutenant E.J. 
Heringer of the California 
Highway Patrol states. 

“Rain, fog, and _ heavily 
overcast skies limit visibility. 
The vehicle code requires 
headlights to be used any time 
when visibility is not sufficient 
to clearly see any person or 
vehicle on the highway at a 
distance of 500 feet. In addition, 
headlights are always required 
from one-half hour after sunset 
to one-half hour before sunrise,” 
he said. 

Heringer urged motorists to 
make certain all the lights on 
their vehicles are functioning 
and in compliance with the

The commission took the

satisfactory. 

Under the “‘self-validation”’ 
system, each successful hunter 
was allowed to countersign his 
own tag and required to forward 
the “report card’’ section of the 
tag to the Department of Fish 
and Game. 

The DFG said the system was 
difficult and costly to enforce 
and administer, and said the rate 
of nonreturn of tags was high 
unless the system was 
accompanied by a costly 
enforcement campaign. 

The DFG also said there had

At that 
time he was considered well to 
do but a hobo. I have seen his 
name written on many box cars 
on the railroad and have heard 
that he made it without taking 
his ‘crayon or chalk off the 
boards. He seemed to write the 
initials first then go to the letter 
G and write backwards and in a 
good hand. 

The influx of these so called 
wanderers was mostly in the fall 
when the weather got bad in the 
east. Their means of travel was 
by freight train, riding in box 
cars in bad weather and gondolas 
or flat cars in good weather. It 
was nothing to see 50 to 100 on 
a train some on top of the cars. 
They were not all lazy because 
when they came into a town 
that had seasonal work in 
progress they would congregate 
under a bridge along the river 
make camp then go out to 
obtain a job picking fruit, or 
anything they could get. Some 
would decide to stay and get a 
steady job. There were many 
who would beg for food, going 
from house to house. If by: 
chance you gave a good hand 
out you could expect a different : 
hobo to come the next morning. 

Early in the fall one year I 
recall a large Irishman coming to 
the back door of my 
brother-in-laws, Louis Hinton, 
where I and my Mother were 
living, and asking for something 
to. eat. We had just finished 
eating our dinner so my Mother 
fixed him a nice plate lunch. 
After he finished he aske: if he 
could do something for the 
dinner. As it happened my 
brother-in-law had some oak 
limb wood out by the wood 
shed. He told him he could pay 
for his food by working so the 
man started cutting wood and 
never stopped till the whole pile 
of wood was cut which took him 
about three hours to do. 
Seemingly a good worker, he

When haying time came along | 
he mowed, raked and shocked | 
the hay then J, just a kid, helped 
him haul it to the barn. Much of 
this hay was on rolling ground 
and at times the hay cock would 
be on one of these hillsides so 
the wagon would roll past the 
hay cock so he would start 
cursing cause he had to pack the 
hay to throw it on the wagon 
where I spread it around. After a 
few cursings | asked him to quit 
cursing me as I couldn’t help it, 
so he said he was cursing the 
horses. 

One more cursing and | ~ 
rapped the lines: up on the 
wagon, went to the back end.of 
the wagon and came home with 
him begging and pleading for me 
to come back which I didn’t. 
Arriving home my brother-in-law 
wanted to know what. the 
trouble was so I told him. When 
this Irishman came in with the 
load of hay he managed to 
contact me first giving me a 
silver dollar to buy firecrackers 
with on the Fourth of July. 
When Hinton got to the 
Irishman he fired him. Well from 
there on I would go upstairs to 
my bed and count my silver 
dollar as to what I was going to 
buy with it on the Fourth of 
July. 

This influx of hoboes 
continued each year till about 
the time World War One started 
and the men were drafted. At 
that time the railroads started to 
kick them off the freight trains 
and police in different towns 
made them move on or go to 
work, as laborers were hard to 
get. It finally came to a point 
you hardly ever saw more than 
one or two come out in sight on 
a freight train. So that was sort 
of the finish of the I.W.W.s.
